1. This mémorandum contains a recommendation in paragraph 3* 

2. Mmiral Moorer is requesting in the attache! mémorandum that 
"routine" reconnaissance missions be permitted to continue at the 
beginning of a month even though 40 Committee has not approved the 
monthly JRC schedule. While it is not spelled out, it appears the 
Chairman is talking about peripheral airborne missions. — He does lay 

down certain constraints which would prohibitT \ 

or other high-risk operations without spécifie 40 Committee approval. 


3. We note that late approval has been the exception rather than 
the rule, and we feel the Joint Reconnaissance Center could solve much 
of its own problem by getting the monthly schedule to the reviewing . 
agencies a day- or two earlier. Nevertheless, we hâve no real objection 
to the Chairman' s proposai providing the ground. rules are followed as 
described. Therefore, I recommend you approve.

MEMORANDUM FOR: THE 40 COMMITTEE 
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Subject: Monthly Reconnaissance Forecast (U) 


1. On occasion, approval of the monthly reconnaissance 
forecast has not been received until late on the last day 
of the month or early on the first day of the effective 
month. Late receipt of approval can hâve adverse effects 
on the continuance of routine intelligence collection and 
occasionally has caused difficulty in coordinating mission 
activity with various agencies, both US and foreign. Such 
difficulties could largely be eliminated if there were 
provision for continuance of routine activities in the 
reconnaissance program to carry us through the usually 
brief period when approval remains pending at the start 

of a new month. 

2. Accordingly, I request your concurrence in continuing 
routine reconnaissance operations at the beginning of the 
new month even though timely approval of- the full forecast 
has not been received. Continuance of the routine . opera- 
tions - would, under these circumstances , be executed within 
the following constraints: 

a. . Onjl.y those tracks included in the proposed forecast 
will be used. 

b. New tracks and tracks with military risk or 
political sensitivity of 2 or higher will not be used. 


c. Prior to sortie execution téléphonie coordination 
will be accomplished with the Secretary of the Spécial 
Committee to insure that the sorties in question are not 
presently under considération for modification or dis approval. 
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3. Proper control will be maintained to insure that only 
essential missions are executed and that they are 
noncontroversial missions routinely flovm each month.
